Trade  Surplus  Doubles  -  Fiscal  1988’s 
agricultural  trade  surplus  reached  S14.3 
billion,  nearly  double  last  year’s, 
according  to  Census  Bureau  data  released 
earlier  this  week.  In  September,  the 
surplus  exceeded  SI  .5  billion,  rising  $500 
million  above  August  (table  3).  Exports 
were  substantially  higher  in  September, 
while  imports  dropped  $200  million. 

Exports  -  U.S.  agricultural  exports  totaled 
$35.3  billion  in  fiscal  1988,  more  than  $7 
billion  above  1987.  In  September,  exports 
soared  $300  million  above  the  previous 
month  to  almost  $3.2  billion  (table  5). 
Wheat,  rice,  animal  feeds,  vegetable  oils, 
and  horticultural  products  led  the  export 
gains. 

Soybean  exports  fell  27  percent,  or  $87 
million,  in  September.  Exports  were  lower 
to  nearly  every  destination,  and  prices 
slipped  slightly  as  well.  August  and 
September  are  typically  the  slowest 
months  for  U.S.  soybean  exports.  This  year 
soybean  exports  during  these  months  were 
further  dampened  by  increased  U.S.  prices 
stemming  from  drought.  At  only  731,000 
tons,  soybean  exports  in  September  were 
less  than  half  their  ycar-eariier  level. 

Cotton  exports  remained  about  the  same  in 
September  at  $86  million,  beginning  the 
new  marketing  year  at  a  very  slow  pace. 
Except  during  fiscal  1986,  when  strong 
U.S.  prices  reduced  the  competitiveness  of 
U.S.  cotton,  September’s  exports  were 
among  the  lowest  of  the  1980’s.  Since 
February  1988,  U.S.  prices  have  remained 
above  world  prices,  but  extensive  forward 
contracting  sustained  exports  until  the  end 
of  the  1987/88  marketing  year  in  July. 


Corn  exports  fell  slightly  in  September, 
slipping  $10  million  to  $493  million. 
Export  prices  declined  from  August’s  high 
of  $130  per  ton,  reflecting  earlier 
movements  in  market  prices.  Volume 
remained  about  the  same  as  in  August, 
with  larger  exports  to  Taiwan,  Mexico, 
and  Spain  offset  by  smaller  shipments  to 
the  USSR  and  Korea. 

Wheal  exports  increased  to  China  and 
Egypt  boosting  U.S.  sales  $83  million  to 
$490  million  in  September.  Volume  rose 
more  than  500,000  tons  despite  smaller 
exports  to  Algeria  and  Pakistan.  Shipments 
not  under  the  Export  Enhancement 
Program  (EEP)  remained  relatively  steady, 
but  average  export  prices  gained  even  with 
the  larger  proportion  moving  under  EEP.

Imports  -  Agricultural  imports  reached  a 
record  $21  billion  in  fiscal  1988,  $125 
million  above  the  1986  record  and  $360 
million  above  t^87.  September  imports 
fell  11  percent  from  August  to  $1.6  billion 
(table  6).  Meat,  coffee,  cocoa,  fruit, 
vegetable  oil,  and  sugar  purchases  fell 
from  August  levels.  (Steve  Milmoc,  202 
786  1821) 

Leading  Markets  -  Increased  U.S  .farm 
product  exports  were  accompanied  by 
shifts  among  leading  markets  in  fiscal 
1988.  Shipments  to  Korea  rose  one-third 
in  value,  boosting  it  to  second  place  from 
fourth  position.  The  USSR  moved  up  to 
fifth  from  eleventh  place  (table  4).  A 
recovery  in  com  and  soybean  shipments 
elevated  Spain  into  ninth  position  from 
twelfth  place.  Japan  maintained  its  leading 
market  position  with  a  hefty  31-  percent 
gain,  as  U.S.  exports  there  reached  a 
record  S7.3  billion.  (Tom  Warden,  202
